3. Claims 6-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

(a) In claim 6 (and dependent claims 7, 8, 10 and 1 1 by dependency), the 
intended scope of "short-chain" cannot be determined. 

(b) In claim 6 (and dependent claims 7, 9. 10 and 1 1 ), the parameter structural R' 
is undefined, yet the unused parameter R has been defined, and it cannot be 
determined whether these two features are the same component.
